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the advice of statistical consultants , any journal with a clrcxxlatlon above 
lOOyOOO was excluded under category 3), because It was felt that data from these 
Journals voiild hopelessly skew reported information and conclusions. 

The initial list, compiled in 1974 through reviews of Ctxrrent Contents and 
Ulrich^s International Periodicals Directory , was then updated through a review 
of Ulrich's 16th Edition 1975-76, since Ulrlch' s lists both cessations and 
new Journal starts. Finally, the list was impsicted by the responses of publishers 
themselves, some of -i^lch indicated that Journals still listed had actually ceased 
publication, and some of which called our attention to Journals not in our 
survey for a variety j^j^reasons, including the fact that they were new. These 
publisher-induced changes to the list of scholarly and research Journals were 
relatively minor. Our survey is ultimately based on potential responses from 
1672 pxiblishers, who distrl}>ute 2552 scholarly and research Journals. 

\ Rate of Response 

In asking the 1672 publishers of the 2552 Journals in the survey universe 
to respond, they were asked to complete one questionnaire as publisher, and an 
additional questionnaire for each Journal.

8Z 
response to the publisher questionnaire reported in the other section of this 
study, and indicates that publishers of more than one Journal were moire likely

The assumption that this may be because larger publishers could be expected 
to have a greater interest in questions of copyright is borne out in an examination 
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of Che copyrlghc scacus of responding and noc-^respondlng journals. A total of 
872, or 89«5Z of the responding journals indicated that they %#ere copyrighted. 
By contrast, ^ an analysis at the Library of Congress of the copyright status of 
1550- of the 1578 Journals (the other 28 could not be located in LC files) which 
Either did not 'respond or responded too late to be included indicates that only 
59.0Z of these journals are copyxigbted.

The for-profit journals, because pf their higher response rate, represented 
31. 6Z of the response population, although they constituted only 26.3Z of the 
sample./ Society Journals, tl^e largest sampling group at 43.1Z, was also the 
largest response group, at a slightly diminished 41.8Z. / 

In analysis^f subject disciplines, social science journals were the' largest 
group in -the sample, at 38.6Z, and are an approximately equal percentage of the 
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response population^ at 38. IZ. Applied science and technology journals, the 
second largest sample groxip at 30«8Z, shoved the smallest percentage response, 
and therefore j^jccpresent only 27'.1Z of the response population. By contrast; 
almost half of the 437 pure science journals in the sample responded, and this 
caused an increase of from 17. iZ of the sample to 22.22 of the response popula- 
tion. Humanities journals were the smallest percentage sample group,, and declined 
further because of a relatively poor response rate.

The for-profit sector, which represented 38. 2Z, of the responding journals 
is most heavily concentrated in the applied science and technology discipline, 
in %ihich it accounts for 43. 2Z of the responses. By contrast, only 8.9Z of the 
responding humanities journals are published by conanercial institutions. Societies 
are the largest responding publishing groups in all disciplines except for the 
humanities. They distribute 44,0% of the pure science, 42. 9Z of the social science 
and 42. 4Z of the applied science journals. By contrast, the responding humanities 
journals are only 33. 3Z published by professional societies, and in this discipline 
the small other-fiot-f or-prof it journals account for 42. 4Z of the responses, more 
than twice their impact j.n any other discipline, and four times their share of 
Che applied science and technology discipline as recorded in survey responses. 

These data confirm conclusions about publishers in the NSF questionnaire, 
in that coranercial publishers are most active in the applied and then pure .sciences 
and in that humanities publishing is dominated by small individual publishers. 

For-profit publishers 
in our survey pt^lished an average of 3.90 Journals each, not-for-profit publishers

More than haH^f the responding journals, 51. 2Z, publish bet»M:en 2 and 
U issues per_^year, and can be assuaed to be largely semi-annual or quarterly. 
An addition^ «.9: publish between 5 and 12 issues annually, and are usually 
either bi-monthly or monthly, although some monthly Journals skip suaner months 
and only publish 9, 10, or U issues per year. The vast majority, 94.82, publish ' 
-no more freque^y than monthly, a pattern which is not surprising for scholarly 
and research truncations which do not concentrate on informatioa with short-term

news value. 

There was some differentiation between the for-profit and non-profit sectors, 
with couBDercial journals- publishing monthly or less frequently in 90,91 of the 
cases, while rion-profic journals reported 96.82 in this category. There was 
also a nurkedly greater tendency for non-profit Journals to publish only between 
2 and issues -per year, with 59.42 reporting this* or an even lower frequency, 
c ompared for 36.

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.the figures are 35 • 2 and 32.0%, respectively. 

With the exclusidn^f Journals with circulatioi^ above 100,000 already 
expl^^ed earlier, significant trends b% circulation size emerge. Over 75Z 
*of the large (10,000 or more) circulation commercial journals are published 
between 5 and 12 times annually, and 18 .42 are published more freqiiintly than 
monthly.

5Z of the Journals reporting, they represented 7A.2Z of the 8,354,266 
issues distributed by the total of all responding Journals, with more than 'tvo 
thirds of this total coming from the non-profit sector • Journals with circulation 
betvMM 3000 and 9999 copies were 18. IZ of the total, with non-profit circulation 
more than 4 1/2 clMS coamrcial circulation.

- Commercial Journals are far more likel^ ta be dfstributed outsU^ the United 
States, with 48.4»Z of the Journals in the for-profit sector reporting that 
30Z or more of their distribution went to foreign countries, and 64/7Z reporting 
a foreign circulation of 202 or more. By contrast, only 18,6Z of non-profit 
Journals report a foreign circulation above 302, and the group reporting 152 
is still less than half of t\)e non-profit total. It is surmised that this is 
partly true because commercial publishers tend to have better developed inter- 
national marketing organizations or contacts', and also because much of the non-profit 
- * circulation is from ^rican society journals to its own American society members. 
Pure science yjournals show a far greater tendency for foreign circulation 
than any o^h^^^^uM discipline. The 56.72 of pure science Journals who indi- 
cate that or mor^sof their distribution is foreign are more than twice the 
perc&ncage of any other subject discipline.

Determination of Fair Price for Reprints or Photocopies, Copyrighted Journals 
Not presently Supplied 

Accompanying Payment for Domestic Order 

Journals were asked t6 repond to either question 7 or qxiestionll, the former 
if authorized reprints ot photocopies were presently being supplied, question 11 
if they were not. The fact ithat 432 copyrighted journals responded to question 
11 Indicates at least the possibility of some overlap in resppnses between this 
question and question 7» the extent -of which cannot be determined. However, it 
can be assumed that question 11 tabulates responses froAi journals at least the 
strong majority of which ^do not presently furnish, authorized reprints or photo- 
copies. ' ^^\^ 

In their responses, 135 journals, or 31*32, indicated that they wished to 
receive no payment whatsoever for supplying copies. Since they do not presently^ 
supply copies, their lack of interest in receiving payment can be interpreted 
as something of an absolute unwillingness tp supply copies in the future, rather 
than as a willingness to supply such copies for ^nothing. Of the 297 copyrighted

journals which did indicate a price, the greatest response range was between 
$1 and $3 for an article of up to 10 pages, including postage, with method of 
postal transmission not specified. More than half, or 55. 2Z of the responding 
journals who indicated a willingness to supply reprints or photocopies 
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for . price ^-^^^in,, to do so for $3 or le... However, a very large group 
of response,, j?^. i, .:luscered « the $5 to $6 r*nge. Vlr.u.lly respon- 
dents are willinj to supply these articles for under $6. 

Ainong co»nercial publishers, the response of those wishing ta receive no ' 
payment was up to 34.61. giving at least some credence to the belief th^t.the 
unwillingness to state a price resulted from a residual ^unwillingness to supply 
copies. For commercial Journals, better than half, or 62.72 of those willing to 
supply reprints for a price indicated that a price between 55 and $6 was considered 
f-ir. By contrast, non-profit journals, only 29. 3Z of which stated no price at 
Which they would be willing to supply copies, tended to cluster into lower price 
ranges, with 69.21 satisfied with $3 or less, although a substantial minority of 
24.12 still holds out for the $5-$6 range. 

The most significant trend indicated- in an analysis by subject. disciplines 
is the far greater willingness of pure science journals which do not presently 
supply copxes to do so for ^ price. Only 11.6Z failed to name what they considered 
a fair price. By the sam. token, pure science journals also project the highest 
prices. With 47.42 in the $5-$6 range. Si« of journal indicates significant 
trends in the growing uiwillingae^i. as journals have larger ol^ations. to 
name a fair price,. Almost three fourths of the largest (Jwer \o.000) co^ercial 
and one third of^e largest non-profit journals indicated thatXhey desired 
no payment for supplying copies which, as stated above, is 'interpreted not as 
altruism but as an anwilli„gness to participate, particularly for Journals 
wnich do, not presently supply copies. For Journals which do express a willingness, 
-comaercxai Journals cluster most heavily in the $5-$6 range, regardless of -

Domestic Order With Bill ReqdlYed 

The percentage of responses who indicated that they- wished to ^ceive 

no payment rose to 36.42 (from the 31, 3Z who had indicated a desire for zero 

payment for .orders with accompanying payment) giving .credence to the assumption, 

ejcpressed earlier, that this is a body of journals wh^ch in fact does not wish 

to supply copies at all. For the 260 journals which did indicate a price, tl^e ' . 

price range appears^io rW about §1 higher than with prepayment,, reflecting 

both the inconvenience of billing and the risk of not being able to, collect. 

The half-way poin^t^ in journal responses was not reached until a price of $4 

(compared to the $2^3 range for domestic prepayment), and almost half of the 

responses indicate a desire for payment of more than §5, with about 192 in fact 

desiring more* than $6. Comercial journals were §olidly above §5, with two 

thirds specifying payment of between that amount and $6. Non-profit journals, 

which for accompanying payment .were largely jC69*22) content with $3 or less, 

are satisfied with this amount in only 46.62 of the cases where billing is 

required, and better than 352 indicate a. need for more than* §5 in payment. 

As with domestic orders vJith payment, pure science journals -are most willing 

to name a price, with only 15.42 of the responding journals in this discipline 

unwilling to do so. By ^^same token, and as with pre-paid orders, pure science 

journals are also prepared to charge the highest prices, with half in the $5-

. $6 range, and oniy^ about 402 below that figure. Almost half of the applied 
• scienct.' jf^urnais refused to' ^Indicate a desire for payment, "and thereby indicated 

an unwillingness to furnish copies. For chose which did, the heaviest concentration 
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was again in the $5-$6 range. Social- science and humanities journals, particularl/ 
the latter, were somewhat lower in their price estimates for ^the more than'eo'z 
Willing to supply copies for a price, with 562 of humanities journal^ willing 
to supply copies for under $3, despite the requirement for billing. 

As with pre-paid orders, unwillingness to name a price grows as the ' circulation 
of the journSi increases, particularly in the for-profit sector, with. 80% of . ' 
the largest circulation conmercial journals, reporting zero ^as a figure. By 
contrast, the largest circulation non-profit journals, approximately as .AinwilllS^ 
(37.5%) as smaller^non-profit Journals to indicate a price, tend to be willing 
to accept a lower ptice-for bills with shipment, »ith 43.3% 'coatent with under- 
$2, and 60% satisfied with a $3 ceiling.

Payment to be Recovered from Clearinghouse or Authorized Agcat 
More than 50Z of the 412 copyrighted journals which responded to this question 
answered that they exj)ected no pagaetrt to be made to then from the supply of 
copies by a clearinghouse or agent. These journals are presumably satisfied to 
-use such a clearinghouse (if indeed they like the concept all — responses in the 
publisher qiiestionnaire indicate a strong preference for direct mailing over 
the clearinghouse coilcept) as a convenien.ce mechanism, or perhaps as a copying 
detTvrent, and do not expect to obtain any fi^ds in this manner. Cl^aringbouse 
cliarges for these Journals would presumably tje those necessary to meet operating 
costs (the q^stion of whether or not there idas a willingness to subsidize 
operation of a clearinghouse was not raised). Perhaps, Surprisingly, Journals 
in the for profit sector were even more strongly committed to zero recovery from 
the clearinghouse than non-profit Journals, in 58. 4Z of the cases. 

Vhere compensation through an agent or clearinghouse mechanism was desired, 
there was a willingness to Mcelve 50 cents or less in about half the cases, 

c 

wi^ commercial journals perhaps surprisingly more* willing to settle for this 
ceiling than non-profit Journals. However there were substantial numbers of 
lournals who wanted much larger payments, with ^he 75th percentile not reached 
until $2, and with lOZ desiring to recover more than $4. 

Applied science and humanities journals were more desirous of receiving 
payment than either pure- or social science Journals. However, pure science 
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journals which did vi^ co sake a pay»nt recovery did, in 15Z of the cases, 
demand $7 or nore7 a figure not approached by any other subject discipline. 
By contrast, however, more than half of the pure and applied science journals 
expecting reauneration are willing to settle for 50 cents or less, while social 
science and humanities journals tend to have greater eJxpectations in aore than 
half of the instances, aad therefore report nedians of $ .99 and S .78, respectively. 

Williapess to forego recompense from an agent or clearinghouse decreases • 
in the for profit sector as the journal distribution Increases, with 70.61 of 
the smallest comercial journals wUling to forego a return, compared to only 
27.6: of those with the largest circulations. However, the majority of these 
journals Indicate a desire for a payment of 50 cent, or less, but a significant 
fraction insists on substantially higher returns, with 38: expecting $3 or more, 
and 192 desiring $5 or more. Non-profit journals are willing to forego payment 
in a fairly consistent approximately A52 of the cases. Where payment is expected, 
smaller journals appear less satisfied with the emerging "target" of 50 cents, 
with only 35.92 content with this figure, compared to A5.52 of large circulation 
non-profit journals. Smaller circulation non-profip journals fall heavily in;.o " 
Che $1 to $2 range, a ceiling which will satisfy over 802 of all but the smallest 
non-profit journals, 18.82 of which expect payment of between $2 and $3.

There was relatively little variance between .44ct discipline., based on 
willin^e.. to rcpond .nd willingness to set . price figure, ^g tho.. Journal.

content with a^ recovery of SO cents or less, although a number of pure and 
social science Journals hung to the upper reaches of $7 or more. Humanities 
Journals tended to^cluster more heavily in the $1 and $2 range, with^only 
39. 3X satisified with a SO cent payment. However, humanities Journals also 
did not display the extresMS at the higher end of the spectrum. 

Circulation sixe contributed mo significant variations, except for the 
fact that the great majority of small circulation commercial Journals (73.371) 
indicated a willingness to license without recompense. In general, larger 
for-profit Journals are most %rilling to accept a 50 cent payment than either 
^ smaller commercial or any non-profit foumals, but even non-profit Journals 

increase their tendency to accept such a payment as they increase in 

/ ^ 

circulation. This may be because larger circullition Journals have greater 
familiarity with licensing arrangements and what can reasonably be expected, 
or simply because, with larger expected volume, they can accept a lower j^nit 
transacC'ion price. 

I^jl^.^ significant to note that both with respect to question 12 and 
13 publishers of more than one Journal reported the same price or license 
fee per article for all of their Journals. In other %iords, the price 
or license fee. per article for multiple Journal publishers was not greater 
for journals with higher subscription prices -than for Journals with lower 
subscription prices.

A total of 28.2Z of all Mrvey journals did not respond to a question which 
inquired- iato sale of aicroforw either 4irectly or through an agent, and it 
can therefore bs assuaed that these Journals do ^ot produce microform copies, 
although it is of course possible that some Journals which do produce microforms 
•imply did not answer the question. Of respondencsp sale through an agent was 
preferred to direct sale by a ratio of more than 4 to !• In particular, non-profit 
Journals rely almost eatirely on 'microform sale through agents, by almost 8 to ' 
1. By contrast, comBercial Journals make direct distribution in microform 
more c^han one third of the dases in which Microform is available, pure science 
Journals are moat apt to handle their own microform distribution, while humanities ' 
Journala hardly do so at all. ror-profit Journals with small circulations appear 
more likely to distribute their own microform^; larger commercial Journals and 
t^e non-profit sector prefer working through an agent. 

Leas than half of responding Journkls sell current year issues on microform, 
whether through an agent or directly. Coa^rcial Journals are less likely to do 
so than non-profit Journals, perhaps because of fear that current distribution 
of microforms could cut into full sized subscriptions. Social science and 
humanities Journala are more willing to distribute current issues in microform.

Response to this question was calculated only for those Journals which had , 
indicated earlier that they were copyrighted. For the 872 journals in the 
response sample, an oven^elming ai^ority, 71.9%> responded negatively, with 
only 22. SZ agreeing to such> blanket permission,, and 5.6Z failing to' answer ^ * 
the question. Reaction was particularly negative from commercial 4<Jiirxials, only 
5«12 of which agreed^ to such unrestricted free copying from non-profit libraries. 
Among subject disciplines, humanities journals were most willing to permit such 
copying in 31.42 of the cases, but even here refusals^ outnumbered permissions 
by almost two to one^ Pure science journals were very unwilling to permit 
free unrestricted copying, 'with only 10. OZ of journals agreeing to such a 
practice, and 86»5Z refusing* 

Perhaps surprisingly, soaller circulation cocnercial journals were more 
reluctant to a^ree to such copying than large circulation journals^.

Response to this question was requested only from those Journals i^ich 
had expressed a willingness to permit copying from earlier years^ ^e question 
sought the journal's definition of "earlier years", and 401 journals responded \ 
to the question.*' Of thesef better than two thirds set one year as the cut-off 
factor. Response afu^^r that dropped off rapidly, so that 19l^Ji/^£ responding 
Journals still insisted on a waiting period of five years or aore^ Coooerclal 
Journals wre considerably more willing to set the limit at only one year,^ and 
did so in 84. IZ of responses, with only 13. 3Z insisting on a waiting jteriod of . 
5 years or more. By contrast, non-profit journals willing to permit copying 
after one year totaled only 61*22, and those insisting oild^fivB year or 
longer waiting period Represented 23. 6Z of the re^nse. Pure science journals 
were most unwilling to grant rapid permission, with 61. IZ willing to do so after 
one year, and 28.9% insisting on a minimum 5 year period. By contrast, applied 
science Journals, with perhaps a shorter half life, were willing to grant 
reproduction permission after one year in 76.

Although only 36.02 of the 974 journals respondid'g to this survey reported 
that the ISSN was printed on the journal Issues, this percent aay be expected' to 
increase rapidly. The Library of Congress will be developing facilities to enable 
NSDP routinely to notify publishers of the validated ISSN assigned to their 
journals. Specific requests from publishers on the Serial Data Sheet (copy attached) 
for the assignaent of ISSN are continuing to be handled expeditiously, with 
particular attention given to pre-publication requests. 

A mailing *y the R.R. Bowker Company in the spring of 1977 reporting to 
publishers the ISSN assigned to their publications, which was made in connection 
with the p.eparation of a new edition of Ulrich's Directory , also contained a 
letter -froo NSDP. The letter urged publishers either to use the ISSN reported 
to them by sowker. or- to request an assignaent from NSDP. This appeal has resuiied 
in a fourfold increase in the weekly volume of publisher requests submitted*" to 
NSDP for the assignment of ISSN. Several other developments are likely still 
further to increase the number of requests from publishers for the assignment 
of ISSN. The new copyright registration forms, being developed by the Copyright 
Office for copyright registration under the new copyright act after December 31. 1977 
will contain a place for the insertion of the ISSN. .Stfidlar arrangements are 
being discussed with the U.S. Postal Service in connection with filings for second 
^ class mailing privileges. It is also expected that ISSN will be used in various 
mechanisms for payment of royalties for copying or for the supplying of authorized 
copies of -serial articles.
